a rectangular cartridge. {See Figiirp 12.) The cartridge prot^'is the disk 
and contains lubncants thai keep ttie disk clean and allow it to ^ 
freely. The cartridge has a mechanical shutter th^ clows i^omalkaUy 
to protect the reondii^ snr&oe frtM^

Your UniDisk 3.5 \& a precision, electro mechanical, magnetic storage 
device. It has taotOH and moving pans: therefore ii is somewhat more 
delicate than your computer. We aligned and tested your I niDisk 3^ 
before it left the factory lo make sure that ii would give you 
troaUe-frec operation. However, you can cause serious damage if you 
arcidentaliy drop it, jar U sltaiiyy, or plug it ^ or unpji^ it when tbe 
computer is on.
